So that you caW get full enjoyment of this I enclose the proof that you did pub- 
lish it. An^ if you'd like I can also send you the news account of the departure from 
the government Jy the person responsible for that. 

In some instances Andrews did not use names. So you can understand tliat J am one 
I ended cfa letter to me after it was all over from four counsel.

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i have seen a copy of Posner 1 a Anchor reprint and the note at its beginning* He 
is apparently impelled to lie as the presumed response to what he cannot make res- 
ponse to. He reallj hs no need to establish himself as a world-class liar# did that 
in tlie book you published. Hor does he haife to continue to prove my point that he has 
trouble telling the truth by accident. In his note he said Case Open, to which neither 
he nor PJI has been able to make any refutation, is uy first to be published commercially. 
It is my fourth first published commercially and counting each edition as one, my 12th. 

In connection with what I told you had been reported to me, that he was getting help 
from Harrison livings tone - and I admit that taking Livingstone's word presents the same
